HE Gang Widow, with her crepe Veil and

an institution in St. Louis, as the Feud 

Widow is an institution in Jackson, Ky., “the 
City of Sudden Death.” 

Two such women, widowed within a few weeks 
by gang tragedies, now live in St. Louis. 
They are Mrs. Sam Young and Mrs. Fred Mobhrie. 
Mrs. Young hag two fatherless children. Mrs. 
Young has one. 

Until the Yellow Kid shot and killed Sam 
Young, St. Louls had no widow who might be 
compared to Mrs. Hargis or Mrs. Markham, of 
“Bloody Breathitt.” The men who had been 
murdered in gang broiles were unmarried. They 
had no families to awaken sympathy in the pub- 
lic heart. There was no pathetic figure in wid-

wrong done her and her’ children. 
Nor was Mrs. Young of the same type as the 


widows of Jackson, Ky. She is neither a Mrs. 

Markham, raising a son to avenge the father, 

nor a Mrs. Hargis, who vowed for years that she 

would spend her fortune to the last penny to con- 
‘vict the man who killed “her Jim.” 

A shrinking, modest, quiet little woman, Mrs.

HE said that when the Yellow Kid was

“Yellow had $50 on him when he went to the 
Four Courts that morning,’ she told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “but I understand that only $7.50 
was found in his pockets. That was all the 
money he left me. He had made money, but it all 
went when they began arrestirg him for selling 
beer. 

“It’s common knowledge that Yellow did sell 
beer on Sunday. But what of that? Isn’t it done 
everywhere—in every street and alley in St. 
Louis, except in a very few neighborhoods. But 
after Sam Young started his lid club the word 
went out that nobody should sell on Sunday in 
the ward, and they began arresting Yellow. Ev- 
ery time that happened it cost him some money 
to get out of it, and all we had went, little by 
little. 

“We made a living out of the iad: yard. (it was 
at the Mohrle coal yard that Sam Young was 
killed.) It wasn’t any fortune, maybe $18 or $20 
a week, but we lived. Mohrle worked. He didn’t 
run with the gang, and his friends were all hard- 
working, respectable fellows. Mohrle didn’t like 
the gang and he never liked Sam Young. As far 
as their being friends is concerned—why, he 
often told me he hardly knew Sam Young, but 


that he had no use for him,” 
3 she injected some bit of slang, and she 
displayed an intimate knowledge of petty 
politics and the sordid ins and outs of life in the 
teeming quarters where the gang thrives.

VERY now and then, in her conversation, 


and I were ing af a table in the back end of 
a saloon together,” she continued. “There was an- 
other man there and Mohrle and the other man 
and the bartender were talking about politics. 
The primary day was mentioned and Mohrle 


Jaughed and said, ‘I guess I'll be your enemy that 


day.’ The bartender asked him what he meant, 
and he said he was going to vote the Republican 
ticket. ‘I don’t think you'll get to the polls to 
vote that day,’”’ the bartender said. Mohrle knew 
what he meant. So did I. 

“Yellow said he had only one vote and that 
he’d cast it as he wanted to and that he'd go to 
the polls, all right.’’ 

Then, from the two tragedies—that of Young 
and that of Mohrle—and the incidents leading up 
to them, the conversation jumped backward to 
her girlhood and her family. She had no rela- 
tives in this country, she said, save a married 
sister in Chicago, from whom she has not heard 
in several years, and whose street address she 
doesn’t even know. Her parents are dead and 
sleep in the cemetery at Bradford, in England. 
It was with the sister that she came to America 
in the first year or two of the century.

I knew chat the gang was 
sore at him because he was going to vote the Re- 
publican ticket. But he wouldn't. He said he was 
born and raised in the Fifteenth Ward, and that 
he wasn’t going to be run out by anybody’s gang. 
He said he’d leave with me after the primary. I 
wanted to go to Oklahoma and start .a_ little 
lunchroom—something I could help him with 
till he got on his feet again. We had decided ‘to 
do that after the election. 

Two blocks away on Eighteenth street, lived 
Mr. and Mrs. Sam Young, but Mrs. Mohrle says 
she did not know Mrs. Young then, and, as far as 
she can remember, never saw her. 

“IT know the gang had planned to get Yellow 
the afternoon Young was killed,” she said, “for 
Yellow told me himself that in two minutes aft- 
er the shooting all the gang was there. He said 
they couldn’t have heard of it and got there so 
quick unless they had been waiting right in the 
neighborhool. O, they’re a bad lot. I guess they ‘I 
get me, too.” 

“They wouldn’t hurt a woman, would they?” 
she was asked. 

“Wouldn’t hurt a woman—wouldn't hurt a 
woman,” she cried, scornfully, “I should say they 
would hurt a woman if they had it in for her. 
That's why I took out an insurance policy on my 
life, because Yellow and I both decided that my 


life was in danger. 
ie 
automobile—you can go awfully fast 
in an automobile, you know—to 
strangle a person in an alley. Not to use a pis- 
tol, but just choke them to death without any 
noise. And then get away in the auto. Why, 
that’s a cinch!” 

She was asked why the gang would “get’”’ her. 
“Because,” she said, and her eyes. todk on a 
grim look, “because I intend to see that Red 
Kane gets what’s coming to him. I’m going to 
see that there isn’t any crooked work done— 
that there aren’t any witnesses put off watch or 
chased out of toWn. I’m going to keep at work, 
day and night, to see that the jury gets the 
truth when Red Kane goes to trial. And that’s 
why the gang will want to ket me. 

“But I’m not afraid. They can’t bluff me. I’m 
going to see that the man that killed Mohrle ‘s 
punished by the law. That’s all the plan I’ve got 
now. I haven't even thought of how I’m going to 
earn a living, for I’ve got to go to work. I 
haven't even thought where I'll live, for I won’t 
stay here. I couldn't stand it to live here, where 
I spent the last few days with Yellow.” 

She was asked if Mohrle’s relatives would be 
able to assist her financially. 

“No,” she said, “his father and mother are old. 
They own a little home, but they haven’t got 
much—no more than they need themselves, and 
the old man ig sick. They always seemed to like 
me. They lived in the same house with us for 
a long time, but I know they can't help me. And 
his brothers—he has two brothers—are married 
and have all they can do to provide for their 

own families. No, I've got to look after myself 
and Willie alone.”

RS. Young has moved from her home in 
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head to foot, not even a touch of white, when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called to see her 

This young widow was a working girl before 
Sam Young wooed and won here. He was her 
hero, her ideal. She worshiped him and he was 
very good to her and to her family, especially 
Mr. and Mrs. Whalen, her parents, lending them 
a helping hand many a time when they needed 
it. And he did the same for others who were near 
and dear to her by ties of blood. 

But now she is reticent about her grief. She 
has no word of denunciation for anyone, no pa- 
rade of tears, no threats. But only she knows 
how deep is the grief that abides in the privacy 
of her own heart. 

Sam. Young's iuneral was one of the largest 
ever held in St. Louls. There were more than 300 
carriages in the lonc procession and a big trans- 
fer truck was needed to carry the great masses 
of floral offerings. There were, besides the 
mourners in the carriages, many old women from 
the Levee districts, who didn’t have carfare, but 
who went on foot through the streets to pay 
their last homage to the man who was dead.

The New York Sun calls it “Deep Water Hum- 
bug” and recites the conventional arguments 
against the lakes-to-the-gulf project. It calls at- 
tention to the convincing fact that the rivers 
are just as they were in the days of great traffic 
and if the people of the Mississippi Valley want 
to use them as highways of commerce they can 
do so now as well as they could 50 years ago. Be- 
yond that “all this hurrah about ‘deep water 
navigation’ is born of an organized assault upon 
the Treasury that would, if successful, stagger 
the imagination of the most reckless’ rainbow 
chaser in the world.” 

It’s a typical argument from the East, and it 
would have merit if the Government, whether 
wisely or unWisely, had not established prece- 
dents for doing just what the people of the 
Mississippi Valley ask. To say nothing of the pe:- 
sistent effort to “restore the flag to the seas” by 
paying direct subsidies from the Treasury, it is 
permissible to call attention to what has been 
done and is being done on the Great Lakes as 
the result of “organized assaults upon the Treas- 
ury.” 

The Government made Lake Superior a com- 
mercial highway by building the canal and great 
locks at Sault Ste. Marie. The enormous traffic 
which passes there resulted from this act of 
paternalism or conservation or reclamation. The 
Government has spent untold millions on lake 
channels—increasing depths from 14 feet by pro- 
gressive stages to 21 feet, with the unsatisfied 
lake carriers always clamoring for more depth. 

The Government is now enlarging the canal 
at the Soo at an expense of $9,000,000 and has be- 
gun preliminary work for a third lock, to cost 
many millions r-ore. Of the lake traffic at least 
half is in the ships of the Pittsburg Steamship 
Co:, a subsidiary of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, which has confessed “ultimate control” 
of the fron ore deposits of the country. The Steel 
Trust is the special beneficiary of the millions 
spent on lake channels and the most ardent ad- 
vocate and prompter of Government activity. 

The third American lock at the Soo is an in- 
stance of its influence. It has induced the Gov- 
ernment to look to its future. The two Soo locks 
are more than ample now and besides there is 
free passage for all boats through the Canadian 
lock, 

In the face of such prodigal expenditures on the 
lakes the people of the Mississippi Valley would 
find comparative justification for their demands. 
But there is positive justification as well. To 
argue that the reclamation of the Mississippi and 
its tributaries is properly a Government enter- 
prise and a conservation of resources whose in- 
vestment value is unquestionable is to present 
mere rudiments. Whatever force there is in the 
plea that the waterways are there and commerce 
will use them when it wills is lost in the face 
of the fact that commerce wills now to use them 
but finds a line of lesser resistance at present in 
the railroads. Commerce yielded up the water- 
ways because of the difficulties their navigation 
presented. It will return as those difficulties are 
removed. It is already returning, despite the dif- 
ficulties. No better argument for deep waterways 
is needed than the demand of commerce for them.

ONE ITEM OF SUMMER TRAVEL. 

When we think of summer travel, it is usually 
of the movement to summer resorts, or to Europe 





‘or around the world. The mileage of this will 


be enormous this year, with the amount of money 
circulated correspondingly great. 

What may become a greater movement appears 
when Temple, Tex., reports that it has enter- 
tained the first annual convention of Texas con- 
stables. In July the annual convention of Texas 
mayors will be entertained at San Angelo. From 
the first of June until the last of September, 
every week in Texas will have gatherings of this 
kind in different towns and cities, from all over 
the State. The total mileage such summer travel 
will représent in a state as large as Texas would 


be surprising if it were footed for the entire: 


year. It represents something far more impor- 
tant than its total mileage, however. In Texas 
and other Southern and Western states, thoun- 
sands who take no other “summer vacation” 
are part of a rapidly groWing system of vclun- 
teer organizations, intended to improve their 
states in every possible way. When they gct 
away from home as a relief from their own busi- 
ness in summer, they pay their own expenses to 
meet others who come in the same way, to dis- 
cuss plans for bringing the best working ideas 
of each in reach of all. 

While it is only one feature of the general 
“summer movement,” this sort of summer travel. 
confined’ by the lines of each state in which it 
originates, has a high significance. It belongs 
to what may be called a ferment of organization 
for local improvement. Its development belongs 
most characteristically to this decade. It will in- 
crease naturally as electric interurban lines fol- 
low those of present communication. It is al- 
ready one of the most important developments in 
the work of a generation in the West and South.

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SENSATION AND SENSATIONAL NEWS. 

The Biblical World, a publication of the Chi- 
cago University, issues four pages of indignation 
at “the bane of the headline,” accusing the news- 
paper press of all manner of sensational mis- 
deeds and misrepresei.taticns. : 

Time was, and it may still be so, when some 
professors in the Chicago University furnished 
the raw material for baneful headlines and in- 
sured the appearance of sensational reports by 
the most extraordinarily sensational speeches 
and antics. Now sensational doings and sayings 
are never clear cut and plainly defined, and it 
is inevitable that, when reported, they are some- 
times blurred and their outlines confused. When, 
for instance, a learned professor makes highly 
original remarks about kissing, or the origin of 
life, or temperate Reyes he is pretty sure to 
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wise man’s ale with that- delicate accuracy 
and exactness which should characterize scien- 
tific discussion. But he always does the best he 
can, and there is reason to believe that, on the 
whole, the learned professors were well satisfied. 
Their views were made known to the world be- 
yond the class room and became a leaven, leaven- 
ing the thought of a philistine community, 


papers want the facts and nothing: but the facte. 
But if the purveyor of facts mixes hope, fear, 
conjecture or nonsense with them, he is himself 
to blame if the report contains these other and 
irrelevant ingredients. That comes out of a re- 
porter’s mind which is put into it, only that and 
nothing else. So, the brewers of sensation are 
themselves responsible for sensational reports 
and baneful headlines. 
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Chief Weather Wizard Mee says he will al- 
‘ways dream true if he can get wireless reports 
from every ship that sails the seas. Let us hope 
he will get them and never have another lovely 
vision like that of March 4, which turned out a 
hideous nightmare. 
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GOOD BEGINNINGS. 

Mr. James J. Hill is nearly always right in his 
mathematics. He is mathematically right in his 
calculation that we will soon be eating all our 
own wheat crop ourselves, with little or none to 
sell Europe for pocket money. His figures prove 
it. If we need seven bifshels of wheat a year for 
each head of population, a population of 90,000,000 
will need 630,000,000 bushels out of 650,000,000 
“bushels, and there will not be much eft. 

If anyone counts in seven figures as easily as 
Mr. Hill does, it is easy to multiply nine by seven 
and subtract 63 from 65, with only two left, .to 
show those who think in tens of millions how 
close we are to our limits. 

Mathematically we are constantly approaching 
these limits. Actually, they move as far in 
advance of us as the Kansas horizon does after 
Wichita has been passed on the way to Pike’s 
Peak. 

While Mr. Hill’s mathematics are being dis- 
cussed, Shawnee, Okla., ‘telegraphs that as a re- 
sult of its first systematic experiment in raising 
potatoes, a thousand freight cars will be needed 
at that point to haul its surplus -of “spuds” - to 
market, with net returns on them figured at $400,- 
000. When we reflect that Shawnee is only a 
single town of those in Oklahoma around which 
experiments of this kind are being tried annually, 
we can reflect further that Oklahoma is only one 
of the states in which such experiments are suc- 
ceeding annually in the same way. 

Taken singly, wheat and “spuds” are only single 
articles of diet, but taken together they are a part 
of a diet for the American family which the in- 
crease of population beyond the Mississippi River 
is diversifying more and more every year. The 
‘increase in each single article of food marketed 
at home leaves a larger surplus certain in those 
articles we send abroad to get back cash sur- 
plus for developing the country. Instead of reach- 
ing our final limits, we are only fairly begin- 


ning.

FEEDING THE PIGS. 
Senator Tillman, in the Congressional Record. 

I am reminded of a scene which I have witnessed 
in the past when I was on the farm and was feeding 
pigs. The pretense of a protective tariff is that we 
must have our ‘‘infant industries” protected against 
foreign pauper labor. All of us who are acquainted 
with farms and farming know that young rigs do 
need a little help about weaning time, and a good 
farmer will provide a trough apart from the herd of 
hegs, a kind of pen, for instance, with a little trough 
in it, in which he will feed these youngsters just 
when the mother has ceased to care for them. That 
is protecting an infant industry. If he is a good 
farmer, he will continue to feed those pigs along un- 
til they have reached a period when the greatest 
profit in the food going into the meat will haye ar- 
rived, and then he will slaughter them. But his 
trough will have to grow in length and in depth and 
in width and Otherwise. He will have to provide an 
increase af food, but the good farmer will always 
stop feeding as soon as he has reached a point where 
the food is merely turned into them to m-intain them 
without increase, leaving no profit. 

Will the Senator from North Dakota contend that 
it is wise policy and statesmanshir for us, as Ameri- 
cans, to continue to feed the hogs just because they 
are hogs? (Laughter.) In other words, to protect 
these fellows with tusks as long as my arm, like 
Carnegie and Schwab and that crowd?

WAS GIVEN TO NEGRESS 
Mother Abandoned Boy in 
1884 and Wrote Husband 
He Was Dead. 








If Charles Nicholson, or Charles El- 
lis, aged 24, reads this story, he may 
learn for the first time how, when he 
was a baby, he was given to a negro 
woman in St. Louis and then buffeted 
from-one hand to another, and how now 
his father, a wealthy Minneapolis phy- 
sician, after years of indifference to 
the fate of his child, has at last yleld- 
ed to the passion to claim again his 
own and is spending a fortune to find 
the unfortunate son.' 

Herbert T. Park, a Minneapolis law- 
yer, is in St. Louis, trying to find some 
trace of the long lost boy, who, if he 
is still living, is now a man in his own 
right. 

When his mother separated from his 
father in 1883, she came to St. Louis, but 
finding herself unable to support her 
child, she gave him to a Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Ellis, who, soon tiring of 4 
baby not their own, gave him to Josie 
Bass, a negro. woman, living then at 
309 Sixteenth street. 

The boy’s father had so much resent- 
ment in his heart against the wife that 
he would never, until a year ago, make 
so much as an effort to find his child. 

Taken Away From Woman. 

Mrs. Park has learned that the police 
took the boy away’from the negro wom- 
an after she had it a week, and turned 
it over to the Industrial School as a de- 
linquent. Ten days afterwards, how- 
ever, Edward A. Noonan, then Mayor, 
signed an order permitting the baby to 
be taken out of the Industrial School 
by an architect named Mann, a friend 
of Ellis’, who was also an architect. 

Mann took the boy to St. Joseph, 
expecting to turn him over again to Mr. 
and Mrs. Ellis, but failing to find them 
there, brought him back to St. Louis 
and turned him over to the Associated 
Charitable Workers, who formerly had 
headquarters at 1006 Chestnut street. 

Here Mr. Park lost track of the boy. 


aa .| Mrs. E. P. Johnson, who had charge of 


the institution when the boy was re- 
ceived, is now dead. Mrs. Washington 
E. Fischel is the only person in St. 
Louis known to Mr. Park who was con- 
nected with the. charitable workers 
Mr. Park is trying to get into com- 
munication with her, and thinks he may 
get some information that will flaally 
result in thre finding of the boy. 


Mother Wrote He Was Dead. 
Mr. Park says the boy’s mother wrote 


to his father soon after she arrived 
here, saying the child was dead. He 
learned subsequently that this was un- 
true. The boy’s mother later told Mrs. 
Ellis in New York that the child was 
dead, but this was also found to be un- 
true. The mother died soon after going 
to New York. 

Mr. Park declines to give the first 
name of the boy’s father, but says he 
is a reputable and wealthy physician. 
Mr. Park thinks the boy will be found 
living under the name of Ellis or Mann, 
or possibly under the name of some 
person who adopted him from the Char- 
itable Workers. 

The boy will come into a comfortable 
fortune if he can be found. Until a 
year ago the Minneapolis physician, 
who had never forgiven his wife for 
leaving him, refused to make any ef- 
fort to find his son. Time had mellowed 
the resentment in his heart, however, 
and he realized that the boy was whol- 
ly innocent of any wrongdoing and hé 
set about to find him. Mr. Park says 
he will stay in St. Louis until he runs 
down every clew that might lead to the 
discovery of the lost son.

A large number of persons at the 
Electrica) Show in the Auditorium

Nine Men in Medical Corps ON 
fer as Volunteers for New 
Vaccination.

Such Victory Would Increase

OMAHA, Neb., June 12.—The entire 
United States Army is to be rendered 
immune from typhoid fever—the scourge 
which kills more soldiers in war time 
than do the bullets of the enemy—if 
experiments just begun at a number of 
Western army posts should prove suc- 
cessful. The center from which these 
experiments are being carried on is 
Omaha, the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, and the two big 
army posts in the suburbs of the city— 
Fort Crock and Fort Omaha. 

But while Omaha, Fort Crook and 
Fort Omaha are headquarters for these 
experiments, the trials will not, by any 
means, be restricted to those posts. Ad- 
ditionally thereto, wort Des Moines, 
Fort Robinson, Fort Meade, S D., Fort 
McKinzie, Wyo., Fort D. A. Russell, at 
Cheyenne, and half a dozen uther posta 
of this army division will share in the 
campaign to make possible the el)mina- 
tion of typhoid from the army. 


Will Use Vaccination Theory. 


The fizht against typhoid will be 
waged in the same manner as once was 
waged against smallpox—that is, 
through vaccination. But tnstead of the 
virus of smallpox being used, the army. 
will be vaccinated with the virus of 
typhoid. These are the experiments 
which are now being carried on in this 
Department. 

At present, these inoculations are re- 
stricted to the medical corps. Should 
they prove successful, the entire body, 
both privates and officers, will underge 
vaccination with typhoid virus. 

Nine privates from the medical corps 
from Fort Omaha and Fort Crook re- 
sponded to the call for Volunteers, and 
these men will be inoculated. They will 
be watched with the utmost care by 
the army surgeons, and their every 
change of condition and. symptom wil! 
be reported upon. Upon their recovery, 
if they are found to have become in- 
mune to typhoid germs, the entire army 
will undergo the treatment. 

The eradication of typhoid from the 
army will, in time of war, increase the 
number of available men in the ranks 
2 per cent, and =the cost of 
maintenance will be decreased. 
This statement ts based upon the re- 
ports of the medical department, which 
show that when an army is in camp 
20 per cent of that army is down with 
typhoid fever. That does not mean 
that 2 per cent ot the men who are 
sick have typhoid, but that one our 
of evéry five enlisted men in the army 
has typhoid. 

Runs to 33 Per Cent. 


In some cases, the proportion of ty- 
phoid victims is largely increased. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War, one- 
third of the members of Company G, 
Sécond Regiment, Nebraska Volun- 
teers, were down with typhoid. The 
death rate was very high, more of the 
men dying from typhoid than from pbul- 
lets. 

“What would be the result of ban- 
ishing typhoid from the army?” was 
asked of Col. J. M. Bannister, Chief 
Surgeon, Department of the Missouri. 

“It would revolutionize camp and 
army life,’* wag the reply. ‘‘With no ty- 
phoid hospital to care for, the army 
could move faster, for one thing. 

“For another, all those soldiers whom 
we now expect to send to a hospital 
would remain on the active fighting list 
and would be an asset to the army in- 
stead of a hindrance, a drawback and a 
Hability. — 

“The death rate would be tremendous- 
ly decreased ‘and the terror of camp 
life would be, in a great measure, de- 
stroyed.”’ 

Col. Bannister, as chief Surgeon, wil! 
have charge of all experiments per- 
formed in this department, and he is 
taking the most active and personal in- 
terest in the campaign against typhoid. 


Serum Taken From Humans. 
The serum for these experiments wi!) 


be taken from human patients in ty- 
pheld cases. This serum will, according 
to the army surgeons, cause no II] ef- 
fects other than a slight sickness, upon 
recovery from which the patient will be 
immune from typhoid fever. 

At present the volunteers under treat- 
ment are housed by themselves. They 
are being put into the very best con- 
dition possible, tn preparation for the 
vaccination and their table is not unlike 
the training table of a big university. 

The vaccination will begin as soon as 
the men are in the pink of condition, 
which swill be about the middle of June.

PORTSMOUTH, Eng., June 12.—The 
delegates to the Imperial Press Con- 
ference, who spent the day here as the 
guests of the admiralty witnessed a na- 
val spectacle that represented a concen- 
tration of sea power unparalleled in the 
history of the world. 

Stretched out in seven lines in the 
roadsteads and extending from Cowes 
road to the sea forts, guarding the en- 
trance to Spithead, the visitors saw the 
“‘warhead’’ of the British navy, that is 
to say, that section of the fleet which 
always is fully manned and equipped 
in readiness for instant action. 


Cos¢ $450.000.000. 
Of the 144 ships, estimated to be worth 


all told, something like $450,000,000, that 
had assembled for today’s maneuvers, 
not a single one had been especially 
commissioned for the occasion. 

Among the 2% battleships were seven 
dreadnoughts while supporting these 
lines of capital ships lay 24 cruisers, 
thirteen scouts and auxillaries, forty- 
eigth torpedo boat destroyers and 
thirty-five submarines. 

All the vessels were dressed with 
flags, and with the crews on deck man- 
ning the ships and the bands playing. 
the scene was full of animation and 
color. 

Nelazon’s Ship Salutes. 

A salute from Nelson’s old flagship, 
the Victory, announced the arrival of 
the admiralty yachts, bearing the lords 
of the admiralty and the newspaper 
guests. After traversing the lines of 
the fleet the visitors went on board the 
Dreadnaught and witnessed a sham at- 
tack of submarines and destroyers on 
the battleship. 

The sea front of Portsmouth was 
black with masses of spectators and 
the roadstead was filled with steamers 
thronged with sight-seers from all 
parts of the kingdom.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 12.—An order, 
recently issued, discharging seven em- 
ployes in the city engineer’s department, 
which has stirred up a big row in polit- 
ical circles. It is said that the Board of 
Public Works, which issued the order, 
was careful to select Irishmen for dis- 
missal.« 

The Board was reorganized this week, 
when Mayor Clayton appointed J. H. 
Haight, a German, to succeed John B. 
Ryan, an Irishman. Ryan had been 
president of the Board and was credited 
with having placed many of his coun- 
trym:n in easy positions. 

Alfred Meier, a German, succeeded 
Ryan as president. The third member 
of the Board, Harry Hansen, also is of 
German extraction, and Irishmen in City 
Hall circles accuse the newly organized 
Board with favoring German employes 
of the city. The excuse given by the 
Board for the dismissal of the employes 
is that the appropriation made by the

Daily Band Concerts With 
Programs of Local Com- 
posers Will Be Arranged. 





MERCHANTS TO BOOST 


Brilliant Scheme of Illumina- 
tion Will Be Carried Out by 
the Committee. 





Daily band concerts with programs 
made up exclusively of the works of 
St. Louls composers, past and present, 
will be a feature of the St. Louis Cen- 
tennial celebration to be held in Oc- 
tober. This is~the latest part of the 
celebration upon which the executive 
committee has agreed. 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee held Thursday at the Mercantile 
Club, a committee on music was named, 
and this committee at once suggested 
the “made in St. Louls’”’ band concerts. 
The executive committee endorsed the 
idea. 

The Committee on Music is made up 
of Owen Miller, chairman; Charles F. 
Wenneker, Hanford Crawford, Alfred 
G. Robyn, Charles Kunkel, E. V. P. 
Schneiderhahn, Frank Gaienne, Frank 
Ridgeley, Ben Westhus, John  B. 
O'Meara, E. A. Noonan, A. W. Douglas 
and Oliver F. Richards. 

The Executive Committee of the Cen- 
tennial Celebration Association has also 
created a general Parade Committee, 
made up of the chairman of the various 
individual parade committees. At the 
first organization of the Centennial 
Celebration movement, committees were 
appointed for the various parades, the 
Veiled Prophet, municipal, educational 
and other parades. The general com- 
mittee will have charge of routes, lights, 
bands, etc. ) 

Committee Is Enthusiastic. 

The Committee on Music is very en- 
thusiastic over the proposed concerts 
of St. Louis compositions. The pro- 
grams will be made up of the works 
of composers who have lived in St. 
Louis during the last half or three- 
quarters of a century. There are now a 
number of composers in St. Louis, and 
there have been composers here almost 
from the founding of the city. Fifty 
years ago there were a number of very 
celebrated German musicians here, and 
they turned out many works of merit. 
The works of all composers, no matter 
of what period, who ever lived in St. 
Louis, will be drawn upon to make up 
programs for the Centennial concerts. 
Following the action of the St. Louis 
Passenger Association a week ago, the 
Central Passenger Association, with 
headquarters in Chicago, has notified 
the Centennial Celebration Association 
that it will authorize excursion fares to 
St. Louis from its entire territory dur- 
ing Centennial week, in October. 

W. J. Lynch, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the New York Central lines, 
with offices in Chicago, communicated 
the action of the Central Passenger 
Association. in a telegram to George 
D. Markham, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Centennial As- 
sociation and Oscar L. Whitelaw, act- 
ing president of the Business Men’s 
League. 

This means that there will be special 
low excursion rates into St.. Louis for 

Centennial over all the lines run- 
ning™~into the city. 

All of the wholesale houses of St. 
Louis, whether rivals in business or not, 
are to get together to work for the Cen- 
tennial. A sales managers’ meeting has 
been called for June 16, by the Publici- 
ty Committee of the Centennial Celebra- 
tion Association. 


Boosters to Be Organized. 
This meeting will be held at the Mer- 


cantile Club and will be attended by the 
sales managers of all the wholesale 
houses in the city. The object is to take 
steps to get the Centennial Celebration 
thoroughly advertised among all the 
merchants in the West, South and 
Southwest. 

The sales managers, and. through 
them the traveling men in the employ of 
the jovbing houses, are to be enlisted 
to aid the Centennial. At the proposed 
meeting the managers will be asked to 
get together and arrange a concerted 
plan to boom the Celebration through 
their traveling men. They will also be 
asked to unite on plans for decoration, 
entertainment of visitors, etc. 

“The traveling men are the men who 
reach all the people,” said Saunders 
Norvell, chairman of the Publicity 
Committee, ‘and when they get inter- 
ested, they will prove a tremendous 
aid to the Centennial Celebration.” 

One of the plans in the general scheme 
for the illumination of the city during 
the week of the Centennial Celebration, 
Oct. 3-9, is to mark the progress of 
St. Louis by means of electric arches 
It is proposed to erect arches over the 
main thoroughfares at points which 
once marked the limits of the city to 
show the dates of such limits in elec- 
tric lighted letters. The first arch will! 
be at Fourth street, the western city 
limits in 1808, the year of incorporation. 
The next will be at Seventh street, the 
limits in 1823. Other arches will be at 
Fourteenth street, Grand avenue and 
Skinker road, to which points the city 
limits were extended at later dates. 

Reproduce Fort Tower. 
Electric arches will also mark the con- 
secutive southern and northern city 
limits. Each arch will be surmounted 
by a replica of some landmark of the 
period. At Fourth street, the old fortt- 
fication tower that stood there 100 years 
ago, will be reproduced. 

Several illumination schemes have 
been suggested, but the Lighting Com- 
mittee of which Charles P. Senter is 
chairman, consfflered the city limit arch 
idea the best of all, and the plan has 
been formally adopted, as it fits in well 
with the general scheme of the Centen- 
nial Celebration which is to commemo- 
rate the history of St. Louis. Details 
of the plan are now being worked out. 
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| the vicinity of Fiorisant for the cha-. 
rette which conveyed Mme. Chouteau to 
St. Louts in 1674. 

A charette is a two-wheeled convey- 
ance with a coupe body slung between 
the wheels and the tongue. When Mme. 
Chouteau and her children came to St. 
Louis from Kaskaskia, Ill., they rode 
in a charette driven by Antoine Ri- 
viare. The Centennial Association has 
been informed that Riviare settled in 
the Florisant neighborhood, and that 
the old charette is hidden away in a 
barn loft in that vicinity, where de- 
scendants of Rivaire now live, or did 
live. Judge Douglas has begun a search 
for the charette, and if it is found, it 
will be used in one of the Centennial 
parades, occupied by some member of 
the Chouteau family, and driven by a 
descendant of Riviare. 
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If the plans of the , Cootensial 
mittee are carried out, the esata! 
Pageant on Thursday, Oct. 7, will ‘be 
the largest demonstration of its kind 
ever held in St. Louis. Plans for placing 
20 floats in the parade are already be- 
ing discussed, and there may be more. 
It is the general opinion of the commit- 
tee in charge, of which Charles F. Wen- 
neker is chairman, that only first-class 
floats should be allowed in this parade, 
and that cheap contrivances should not 
be tolerated. 

Roland G. Usher, professor of Amer- 
ican history, has gone to England, 
where he will interview the Lord Mayor 
of London and the Mayor of Bath in 
the interest of the St. Louis Centennial.

He was 
sent to the United States Senate in 
war time, from Missouri, though Pike 
County ever since has been claiming 
that sne sent him to the Senate. Gen. 
Henderson also wrote the thirteenth 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, conferring suffrage on 
negroes. Pike County is not so proud 
of this—if it happens to know that 
he is the author of that famous 
amendment, which it probably doesn’t. 
Pike is mostly southern in citizenship 
and sentimert,. 

Doesn’t Even Live in Pike. 


Gen. Henderson apparently didn’t 
I{ke Pike County well enough to stay 
there. He has lived in Washington so 
long that his brief connection with 
Pike is as dim as a faded dream. Yet 
tfiey have a bank in Louisiana, the 
metropolis of Pike, of which he is the 
nominal president. They use his name 
as a fancy figurehead, just because 
Henderson used to-lived there, in his 
youth, and is a good advertisement 
for the bank. No doubt he owns some 
stock, too, but if he has been inside 
the bank of which he is president the 
past 20 years the office boy is un- 
aware of it. 

Then there is David A. Ball, the per- 
petual candidate for Governor. Lin- 
coln County is proud of Dave Ball, 
because he was born here. He grew 
up here, on a farm. He hoed and 
plowed Lincoln County corn and made 
himself nefty and hearty on Lincoln 
County pork and beans long before 
he ever set foot in Pike County. Ney- 
ertheless, they call him a Piker. If 
he’s elected Governor of Missouri, old 
Pike will print brochures picturing 
Dave Ball as a “famous son of Pike,” 
for the next 50 years. He's a native 
son of Lincoln. Hurrah for our Dave! 

Judge T. J. C. Fagg, who used to 
be on the Missouri Supreme Court 
bench, many years ago, and is spend- 
ing his closing years in Pike County, 
old and full of honors, is not a Pike 
product at all. He was born in Vir- 
ginia, like Henderson, and merely 
adopted Pike because he thought he 
could use it as a stepping stone. Pike 
always calls him her venerable and 
distinguished son. 


Another’ so-called Piker—and he 
helps the deception along himself—is 
Judge David Patterson Dyer of the 
United States District Court, at St. 
Louis. “Pat” Dyer ran against the 
late T. T. Crittenden for Governor of 
Missour!l. He has been in Congress 
several times. He has been president 
of the Pike County Colony in St. Louis 
for many yeors. But he is no more of 
a Piker than Dave Ball is. Pat Dyer 
wag born here in Lincoln County— 
born and brought up here. He is Dave 
Ball's uncle. Yet you can hear Pike 
sing the praises of Pat as a favorite 
and famous son any day in the year. 


Lincoln County is proud of its fa- 
mous sons in Pike County, but it sim- 
ply wants the public to know where 
they sprouted from. Down here in 
Troy the people are wondering why it 
is that Pike County soil can't grow 
a few of the favorite and famous it- 
etd. 

How is this for a record of famous 
Pikers? Here they are in brief:

of the business. 


Until Mr. Cupples opened his store in 
1851 there was only one woodenware 
establishment in the country west of 
Philadelphia, and that one was in Cin- 
cinnati, owned and coiducted by A. O. 
Tylor. It was the big woodenware house 
of the West and Mr. Cupples, who was 
then in his nineteenth year, was in its 
employ as clerk and safesman. When 
he decided to move West and open a 
store in St. Louis his capital consist:d 
of $300, which, though a large sum of 
money for a youth of 19 to have at one 
time at that period, was not regarded 
as sufficient capital to start a wholesale 
business. 


Mr. Cuppies, however, was possessed 
of capital that was even better than 
cash; he had an abundance of nerve, 
and with it the unbounded confidence 
of A. O. Tylor, the merchant he had 
served as clerk and salesman. After 
satisfying himself that St. Louis was 
the right place for a new industry, Mr. 
Tylor supplied him with a stock of pails, 
kegs, well buckets, brooms and the like, 
and loading his cargo on a flatboat, he 
started down the Ohio for Louisville, 
where he had arranged to meet a steam- 
boat bound for St. Louis. 

Trouble at Louisville Rapids. 

ft was a leisurely voyage and he 
stoppéd at a number of small settle- 
ments on the way to Louisville, where 
he found a ready demand for his goods. 
fle was captain, mate and supercargo, 
and when he encountered the falls at 
Louisville, he had the battle of his life 
to save his craft and woodenware. He 
managed to land his boat and cargo and 
made the transfer to the steamer which 
brought him to St. Louis. 


With his landing at the foot of Lo- 
cust street began the wholesale wooden- 
ware trade of St. Louis. As Mr. Cup- 
ples has often said, he never saw 80 
much freight in his life up-to that 
time as he observed piled on the Levee 
when he stepped off the boe+. 


There was such a demand for room to 
place the freight that no one was 
permitted to occupy space on the levee 
longer than was,absolutely necessary. 
He got his pails, kegs, etc., stacked on 
the wharf and started to look for a 
store. He found a _ (first-class boom 
working overtime on his arrival and it 
was difficult to get a location. All the 
wholesale ‘grocers were then on the 
levee and the other big houses were on 
Main street. No pretentious concern of 
that day wanted a store any distance 
from the river, as the railroads were 
then a long way from St. Louis. 

Hind to Move Goods Quickly, 

The youthful pioneer made a _ long 
search and it was not until late the next 
day that he found a location. He leased 
the second and third stories of a build- 
ing at 9 Locust street, just around the 
corner from the levee. When he went 
to get his stock he was met by the 
wharfmaster, who reminded him that it 
was high time to move his pails and 
tubs, as room was at a premium. He 
even threatened that if the transfer was 
not quickly made, the law would store 
the goods at the expense of the owner. 

This custodian of the harbor was an 
officious person, but his arbitrary man- 
ner did not disturb the young man who 
was destined to build up the greatest 
market in the world. Young Cupples 
was pleased to note such evidences of 
prosperity and set to work in earnest to 
relieve the space congestion, by getting 
his stock moved to his store. Then he 
hung out his sign. It bore the legend 
“S. Cupples & Co.” Owing to legal re- 
quirements, there had to be an “and 
company,’ as .the main proprietor was 
a minor, and someone had to be re- 
sponsible for the transactions of the 
firm. 

Mr. Tylor carried Mr. Cupples aud fur- 
nished him with all the capital he neea- 
ed until he got the business established 
on a splendid basis. His enterprise was 
a decided success, and it was not very 
long before his indebtedness to his 
friend and backer was entirely. wiped 
out. In the first year of the business he 
selected an assistant in the person ot 
A. A. Wailace, who is still in the com. 
pany as a member of the advisory board 
of the corporation. 

Business Increased Rapidly. 

The other wholesale merchants who 
were then doing business in the city 
were very much surprised when they 
learned that young Cupples proposed to 
conduct an exclusively wholesale wood 
en ware trade. Prior to his coming all 
of this business had been handled 
through the wholesale grocer houses 
When they saw that he had the goods 
in any quantities desired the trade 
began taking an interest in the young 
man, and the firm of S. Cupples & Co. 
prospered, 


In 183 “rr. Cupples moved to the 
Levee, where he -had a much larger 
Store to accommodate his rapidly in- 
creasing trade, and in. 1858 he made an- 
other move to Second and Vine streets, 
which afforded still more room. Busi- 
ness was then rushing in earnest and 
he took as a partner Thomas Marston, 
who is now retired from business and 
living in Chicago. From 1860 to 1866 the 
firm conducted its business at 55 and 
57 North Second street, the operating 
force naving been augmented by the ad- 
mission of Charlies Thompson. 

When the war started tne firm en- 
countered much difficulty in distribut- 
ing its wares on account of the restric- 
tions and embargos placed on all kinds 
of trade, and to get around these dif- 
ficulties the firm transferred the bulk 
of its stock and business to Chicago, 
with Messrs. Marston and Wallace in 
charge, Mr. Cupples remaining here.

| ples acquired the Marston interest in 


this city. 

Until the coming of the youthful Cup- 
ples to St.. Louis none of the merchants 
this far West had ever used ready- 
made paper bags to wrap up the pur- 
chases of their customers. When he 
had his business going in satisfactory 
shape he added about $500 worth of 
these bags to his stock, but had a dif- 
ficult time creating a demand for the 
innovation. The storekeepers of -the 
period used to make their own bags, 
and didn’t take kindly to the ‘‘Yankee 
cantraption,” as some of them were 
pleased to style it. At present’ the con- 
sumption of these paper bags is in ex- 
cess of 40,000,000 daily. 

At the beginning of his business Mr. 
Cupples had his kegs made-in the 
cooperage shops here, and used to carry 
the finished products from the shop 
while driving in his rockaway from his 
home on Gravois road. His rockaway 
could easily carry enough to satisfy 
the market. 


There have been many wonderful 
since the pion- 
eef stage. Then the wrapping paper 
and paper bags were manufactured out 
of rags, jute, straw and manilla fiber, 
while today the machinery which turns 
out these articles is fed with logs at 
one end, while the other turns out the 


amazing speed. 
Goods Are Cheaper Now, i 

The process of making paper out of 
wood pulp was unheard of in_ thei ear- 
lier stages of Mr. Cupples’ pioneer 
work. With time came the many eyolu- 
tions which have completely changed 
the business. These changes have large- 
ly benefited the consumer. Better pails, 
for instance, are now sold to the trade 
at $1.25 per dozen than were sold years 
ago for $3.75; better wash boards are 
supplied now at $2.50 per dozen than 
those which brought $6; clothes pins 
which sold at $3 per case now sell at 
60 cents,- and so on throughout tie 
long line of products connected with 
this trade. 

Though the term woodenware is used 
to characterize the industry, other ma- 
terials have been substituted in many 
instances. For example, the trade now 
selis five dozen galvanized iron pails 
to one of the wooden kind. The pioneer 
washboard was a creation of wood and 
zinc, while today most of these use- 
ful articles of trade and commerce, are 
made of galvanized iron and corrugated 
glass. ° Hand-made paper bags used to 
sell at $1.60 per thousand, while 50 cents 
is the present day vulue.

“INGER WORKERS 


Frenchman Who Left Fortune 
to Officials Called “Sham 
Philanthropist.” 





PARIS, June 12.—I¢ the peor folk and 
workers of Paris had not been so angry 


over the will of H. A. Chauchard, his 
gorgeous funeral on Thursday. planried 
long in advance, would have heen con- 
sidered the joke of the season. But 
with the great fortune going to his per- 
sonal friends or officials who had con- 
ferred decorations on him, the anger 
of those who had expected to profit, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from his $20,000,000 
knew no bounds. 

With $100,000 worth of pearls on his 
waistcoat and wrapped in a_e shroud 
cloth of gold, the dead merchant was 
cerried to his last home in a $10,000 cof- 
fin, followed by a Louis XV cavalcade.

in the matter, and the Coroner, whose 
records are supposed to be public prop- 
erty, may be called on to explain his 
unusual action. 

Mrs. Ruiz, formerly wife of a Cuban 
diplomat, killed herself in this city May 
16. The facts showing the _ circum- 
stances of her death were revealed in 
due course by the inquest, but were 
kept by the Coroner from the public. 

An unattached newspaper writer, who 
connived at this concealment, has since 
admitted that it was made “worth 
while’ for him to do so by a lawyer. 
It became known two days ago that 
Mrs. Ruiz killed herself with a re- 
volver. 

The report that a large sum of money 
was spent in temporarily hiding the 
fact of the suicide has been connect- 
ed, in the newspapers here, with the 
fact that Mrs. Ruiz was named in 
Mrs. Elsie French Vanderbilt’s divorce 
sult, and that Mrs. Ruig has been 
much ‘in Vanderbilt’s company gince 
the divorce. 


‘Supplanted by Another. 
Her suicide; it is sald, followed a par- 
tial estrangement between her. and 


tracted by another woman. 

Vanderbilt is now in London, or Was 
here within a few days past. He was 
to have jumped’ in .two events at the 
horse show Friday night,-but he did not 
appear; and efforts to find him’ since 
have been unsuccessful. 

Farlier in the week, before the seve- 
lotions in the Rutz case, Vanderbilt 
took a prize driving his team of black 
browns in the horse show. 

Inquiry today revealed that the fu- 
neral of Mrs. Ruiz was held from her 
house in Mayfair May 21, and that the 
body was burled in Kensal Green Cem- 
etery. The only mourners were four 
servants, a housekeeper, Mrs. Ruiz’s 
American companion, Miss Elizabeth C. 
Caney, and a Mr. Williamson of Paris, 
who said he had been the woman’s 
business. representative. 


Surgeon Paid Her Bills, 

Dr. Bland Sutton, a famous surgeon, 
who caused the removal of Mrs. Ruiz 
to the nursing home in Fitzroy Square, 
has sent the superintendent of the home 
a check for a handsome amount in pay- 
ment of her bill. Dr. Sutton said to a 
correspendent today, in answer to an 
inquiry, that he was paid by “the prop- 
er persons,” but refused to name the 
person, 

Miss Caney, when found today by a 
correspondent, said that she did not. know 
why Mrs. Ruiz shot herself, and ald not 
think anyone else knew. She said she 
had not been aware of any attempt to 
suppress the facts. 

A New York woman who says she 
knew Mrs. Ruiz has maintained that 
the woman who shot herself was not 
Vanderbilt's friend, but another wom- 
an of the same hame. he said she 
Was educrted in the same convent with 
Mrs Ruiz, and bad seen her with Van- 
derbilt since the Ruiz suicide. 

The story generally credited is that 
another woman had won Vanderbilt's 
affections, and that Mrs. Ruiz, who 
seemed deeply in love with the young 
American millionaire, and who had diet- 
ed and laced herself becaus* of his 
desire that she snould no* urow fat, 
found the shock of his defection greater 
than she cculd bear.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 13.— 
Working in strictest secrecy in a win- 
dowless cement sbop located at a lonely 
point in the woods, eight miles north- 
west of Medicine Lake, this county, J. 
Stewart. a retired railroad engineer, and

genius, have invented an aeroplane 
which promises to rival that of the 
Wright brothers.

What effect the smiles of a dozen 
sweet girl graduates as witnesses had 
upon a jury while the fair plaintiff in 
a damage suit shook hands with Judge 
Moyers of the East St. Louis City Court, 
and what par'icular part of the evidence 
one juror failed te hear because he went 
to sleep while ene of the young women 


for Judge Moyers to decide in consider- 
ing a motion for a new trial in the case 
of Miss Grace Lowe against the Alion 
Baking and Catering Co. 

The jury recently returned a verdict 
in favor of Miss Lowe for $999, after 
members of the Upper Alion graduating 
class of 1907 had told of becoming ill 
after eating ice cream in the pink and 
white shadeg of the class colors, pur- 
chased from the catering company. 
Arguments for a new trial were hear 
yesterday by Judge Moyers. He took 
the matter under ndvisement. 

At each term of court the trial has 
served as a sort of class reunion. The 
smiles and entrancing ways of the giris 
in the courtroom in the presenoe of the 
jury are now set out in affidavits by 
the watchful lawyers for the defendant 
as a basis for a new trial. 

When Grace Low=s forgot herself and 
walked right up the aisle of the court- 
room as the jury fled out to consider its 
verdict, shook hands with Judge Moyers 
ind thanked him for giving her a fair 
trial, the lawyers opposing her set out, 
her actions tended to distract the minds 
of the jurors from the case and »oxsibly 
prejudiced it in her favor. At least they 
want a new trial and a decision without 
the ald of the handshaking ’ 


‘One Juror Slumbered. 
The lawyers for the defense also no- 


ticed that Patrick Haggerty, one of the 
jurors, went to sleep during the trial 
and forgot to hear a part of the evi- 
dence of Della Morris when she was te!l- 
ing how sick her classmate becams aft- 
er eating the ice cream, 

Haggerty is probably 55 years old. and 
was apparently <=oo sleepy to be beguiled 
by the actions of the young women. He 
went to sleep, and admits it In an af- 
fida vit. 

He says he did not gleep long, burt the 
technical lawyefs argued yesterday that 
when a man goes to sleep he is not a 
competent witness to tell how long he 
slept. None of the younger jurors of 
imarriageable age went to sleep during 
the hearing. 

Judge Moyers smiled once during 
the trial. The lawyers for the defense 
saw the smile and incorporated it in 
their motion for a new trial, reciting 
that the Judge had “indulged in lev- 
ity” while testimony was being heard. 

Judge Admits Smile. 

Judge Moyers admitted the smile, 
but said that occasionally things hap- 
pened or were said during the course 
of a trial that would make a Sphinx 
forget its solemnity, or at least make 
giddy humanity grin. 

He told the lawyers yesterday that 
he remembered the Gracé Lowe hand- 
shake. He said he made the best of 
an embarrassing situation and cau- 
tioned the young lady not to again 
approach a Judge to shake harids 
while court was in session. If it had 
been a man he said he would have 
probably adopted different treatment. 
Miss Lowe's lawyers urged that the 
Judge had a right to smile, and that 
the mere fact that a juror went to 
sleep should not prejudice their case. 
They cited that Tudge Moyers ordered 
the Sheriff to wake up the juror, 
and that the opposing attorneys 
should have asked that the evidence 
be repeated if it was desired. 

“That would have prejudiced that 
juror against our client for life for 
waking him up,” answered the com-

After Senator Overman had concluded 
his prepared speech, the Senate re- 
sumed its consideration of the free list 
of the tariff bill. The paragraph re- 
lating to crude potash, potash carbonate 
and caustic potash was agreed to, Sen- 
ator Clark of Wyoming reserving per- 
mission to offer a further amendment 
to the paragraph. 

Radium on Free List, 

Upon motion of Mr. Aldrich radium 
was placed upon the free List. 

Reversing the usual order of debate, 
Senator Nelson led an effort on the part 
of some “progressive’’ Republicans for 
duty on sage flour, which is now on the 
free list. Their purpose was to protect 
the potato industry in their states, and 
he declared that sago flour comeés into 
competition with starch made from pota- 
toes and from corn. 

“This attempt to revise the tariff up- 
ward is not justified,” said Mr. Ald- 


rich, who added that it had been shown: 


that there was a combination in the 
starch industry. 

“Whether there is a starch trust 
or not, I do not know,” said Mr. Nelson, 
who proceeded to tell of a section ef 
Minnesota which was productive of fine 
potatoes and not productive of much 
else. P 
Replying, Mr. Aldrich said if the com- 
mittee on finance had been brought in a 
proposition to tax an article not raised 
in this country to protect some article 
with. which it comes in competition it 
would have been denounced as an in- 
defensible position. 

Senator Cummins defended the plan 
for a duty on this product, and Mr. 
Nelson declared that it was anether 
case in which the New England cotton 
manufacturers came in contact with the 
farmer, in their desire for a free ma- 
terial to use in their business. 

Cempromise Is Effected. 

The tide of events was turned when 
Senators Frye and Burrows, who have 
starch industries in their Statesy met

An amendment by Mr. Gere, admit- 
ting free of duty bulbs only from coun- 
tries that admit American wheat and 
flour free of duty, was rejected. 

The committee amendment admitting 
works of art more than 2% years old, 
or collections illustrating the progress 
of the arts more than 100 years old, 
free of duty, prevoked considerable dis- 
cussion. Senator Lodge decided to ex- 
empt from this provision rugs and car- 
pets, and Senator Gallinger desired to 
add tapestries to those that should not 
come in free. ' 

Senator Nelson declared that this 
amendment would allow the rich people 
to bring in pictures free, and he pro- 
posed limiting the free importations for 
the use of public galleries only. 


Tillman Takes Stand, 
Declaring that the museums of the 


country got their works of art from 
American citizens who purchased them 
abroad and bring them in, Mr. Reet 
said that people do not give museums 
money .with which to purchase art 
works, but that they give to them their 
paintings. 

Mr. Tillman, saying that it rarely 
occurred that he was found on the same 
side of a question as Senators Lodge 
and Ropt, declared that the millionaires 
of the country should be permitted to 
bring in all the works of art possible 
free of duty, and if it was desirable te 
“whack them,” the Senate should take 
from them some of the other special 
privileges they enjoy. Mr. Money added 
that even a millionaire can have his 
uses in social progress, and urged the 
adoption of finance committee’s amend- 
ment, 

Mr. Nelson's amendment wae lost, and 
at his Wemand an aye and no vote on 
the committee amendment was 6r- 
dered, which resulted in 53 for and % 
against.

Son of an Ohio Minister, Was 
Valued Worker in Many 
Cities.

Maj. Albert Lawson, a veteran news- 
paper man of St. Louis, died at 9:30 
o’clock last night at his home, 5207 Ver- 
non avenue, after an illness of three 
months from cancer of the stomach. 

Maj. Lawsen retired from newspaper 
work in 1900, at which time he held an 
editorial position with the Post-Dis- 
patch. He engaged in the manufacture 
of a device for holding newspaper files 
and other papers, now in use through- 
out the country. He was the inventor 
and patentee of this device, which yield- 
ed him a handsome income. 

Maj. Lawson was born near Albany, 
O., May 138, 185. He was the son of a 
Methodist minister. He served in an Ohio 
regiment during the Civil War.. After 
the war he studied law and practiced 
the profession for some years at Iron- 
ton, O. He then went to Cincinnati! and 
entered newspaper work, becoming man- 
aging editor of the Times-Star. 

Maj. Lawson came to St. Louis about 
20 years ago, taking a responsible edi- 
torial position with the Republic. In 
1895 he became the New York corres- 
pondent for the Post-Dispatch. He re- 
mained two years in New York and re- 
turned to St. Louis, holding his connec- 
tion with the Post-Dispatch until he re- 
tired from the profession. 

Thirty-eight years ago June 4 Maj. 
Lawson was married at Hamilton, Mo., 
to Miss Mary Knowlton, who survives 
him. He leaves also three sisters. 

Funeral services will be held tomorrow 
afterhdgn at the residence. The body 
will be taken to Athens, O., where in- 
terment wil Itake place Tuesday. 

Since his retirement from the newspa- 
per profession, Maj. Lawson has spent 
much’ time in rural outings. He was 
fond of the woods and streams, 
adept in woodcraft, a gentle lover”of 
nature and the simple life. He had 
many friends in various walks of life.

BERLIN, June 1.—German and Aus- 
trian newspapers begin to show remark- 
able fertility of invention in finding a 
future husband for the German Em- 
peror’s only daughter, Princess Victoria 
Louise. The young lady is approach- 
ing marriageable age—she will be 17 In 
September—and is rapidly leaving off 
childish things, but nothing is more 
certain-than that neither she nor her 
parents are thinking of an immediate 
wedding. 

One of the most persistent rumors is 
that which links the names of Princess 
Victoria Louise and the 22-year-old 
Archduke Charles Francis Joseph, the 
son of the late Archduke Otto and heir 
presumptive to the Austrian throfe aft- 
er his tmncle, Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand. But the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent is positively assured that there 
is not a word of truth in this rumor, 
for the first and simplest of reasons 


that the bar of disparity of religious 
belief cannot be got over. 
Represent Extremes of Faith, 


The German Emperor and Empress 
are both Protestants of an almost big- 
oted cast and never would consent to 
their only daughter marrying a Cath- 
olic and changing her faith in conse- 
quence, 

A case like that of the Queen of Spain 
is inconceivable in the royal house of 
Prussia. There have been casts of mem- 
ers of other German reigning protestant 
families embracing the Roman faith and 
to a still more frequent extent the Greek 
faith, but among the Hohenzollerns 
never. Nor would the traditions of the 
Austrian Hapsburgs permit of any such 
union. The intensely Catholic court of 
Vienna could not enduré to have a Prin- 
cess brought up on somewhat narrow 
Protestant lines enjoy the vast Catholic 
patronage which belongs to an Empress 
of Austria and Queen of Hungary. 

It might also be remembered that the 
mother of the Austrian Prince, Arch- 
duchess Maria Josepha (who, by the 
way, is a sister of the King of Saxony), 
is regarded even in Austria as one of 
the most devoted of Catholics, a woman 
who never would consent to her son 
marrying a Protestant Hohenzoliern. 

Prospective Husband Is Poor, 


The Austrian union is out of the 
question, but there can be little doubt 
that the matrimonial fate of Victoria 
Louise is sealed and that her future 
husband will be the coming grandduke 
of Mecklenburg Strelitz, “Fritz Strelitz,”’ 
as he is called at the German court. 
He is a young man (aged 27), of ir- 
reproachable conduct, but as poor as a 
church mouse. However, the Emperor 
will see to it that his only daughter has 
a big dot. 

It is computed that she is to have 
about $1,750,000 as a dowery, and there 
is, moreover, gossip that the imperial 
family’s recent policy of saving was

With regard to the Austrian heir pre- 
sumptive’s. nephew, the Princess who 
has the best chance of getting that ex- 
alted bridegroom is 18-year-old Princess 
Maria Del Pilar of Bavaria, a most seri- 
ous Catholic and at the same time one 
of the most brilliant and accemplished 
of the younger princesses of the Wit- 
telsbach line. She is the daughter of 
the famous Bavarian Prince Louls Fer- 
dinand and his wife, Maria Del Paz, a 
Spanish Infanta. . 

Louls Ferdinand has been well known 
for 2 years as an oculist. Maria Del 
Pilar is a dashing sort of girl, knows 
all about horses and dogs and is a first- 
rate tennis player. But her fortune will 
be a small one—not a serious considera- 
tion in view of the enormous wealth of 
the Hapsburg family.

TEHERAN, May 12.—A young Amer- 
ican—Howard Conklin Baskerville, a 
graduate of Princeton, ‘07—who_ es- 
peused the revolutionary cause in Per- 
sia, was killed while gallantly leading 
a sortie from the beleaguered city of 
Tabriz. The son of the Rev. H. C. 
Baskerville of Royalton, Minn., he came 
to Persia shortly after his graduation 
ag a teacher two years in the Presby- 
terian mission school at Tabriz. 

Early this year he joined the Nation- 
alist party, and in order not to involve 
the mission school in partisan difficul- 
ties, in March he resigned his position 
ay teacher and had since been devoting 
all his energies to the revolutionary 
cause. 

When Tabriz was besieged by the roy- 
alists, and profound demoralization suc- 
ceeded the former courage and confi- 
dence of the defenders, the inhabitants 
being in a starving condition. Basker- 
ville himself arranged five times to at- 
tack the besiegers with a prospect of 
Success, but each time the courage of 
the ultimate authorities failed and the 
organization broke down. 


Chance of Success Gone. 

Then, when the chances of success 
were gone, the authorities, in dire de- 
Spair, appealed to Baskerville to lead 
the attack of which they had previous- 
ly disapproved. Baskerville pointed out 
the hopelessness of the effort as the de- 
moralization of the citizen troops was 
complete. Finally, however, he consent- 
ed, although he knew he would lead 
a forlorn hope. 

After waiting at the rendezvous for 
five hours for his men to assemble 
Baskerville led 150 to the onset, but by 
the time they got within range of the 
besiegers’ rifles their numbers had dwin- 
dled to nine. 

Nevertheless, Baskerville gallantly 
began an attack with his handful of 
men. He was shot through the heart 
at the head of his followers, dying al- 
most immediately. His funeral was 
held in Tabriz, with military nonors, the 
entire consular body attending.

Kennedy, rector of the Ameri- 
can College here, an apostolic letter re-

He praises 
the rector highly and expresses his grat- 
itification at the “plentiful harvest of 
sound knowledge and wholesome disci- 
pline that the college has yielded.” 

Continuing, the Pope declared the high 
estimation in which the institution is 
held is shown by the yearly increase in 
the number of its students and he con- 
cludes by imploring divine assistance 
for the college and bestowing the apos- 
telic benediction upen those who have 
participated in the jubilee. 

In transmitting this communication 
to Mgr. Kennedy, Cardinal Merry del

In the opinion of discerning 
realty men the time is opportune for , 
speculative land purchases in these sec- 
tions. “ 
Pre-eminence of Street, 

As the principal downtown artery of 
the proposed subway, with a spur for 
freight purposes under Seventeenth 
street connecting the wholesale district 
with the railroads in the Mill Creek 
Valley, Washington avenue’s pre-eml- 
nence as a trade ‘center will become 
world-wide. 

The Seventeenth street subway idea 
originated several years ago with LAl- 
burn G. McNair, president of the Mc- 
Nair-Harris Real Estate Co., who would 
have eclipsed Cupples Station, but com- 
merce in upper Washington avenue and 
Locust street had not developed suffi- 
ciently at that time to justify the colos- 
sal expenditure that will be involved in 
the undertaking. 

Immediately the buildings in lower 
Washington avenue are vacated by re- 
movals west, they are tenanted by re- 
tail concerns. Within the next 10 years 
retail Washington avenue bids fair to 
occupy the entire section of the thor- 
oughfare between Broadway and 
Twelfth street. 

The removal from Fourth street of 
the Lammert Furniture Co., which has 
leased a building at the southeast cor- 
ner of Tenth street and Washington 
avenue, will mark a decided advance in 
the westward retail trend, while sev- 
eral large department building proj- 
ects, which are now casting about for. 
locations, may anchor at this point, 
giving new importance to Tenth street 
as a medium of intercourse between 
Olive street and Washington avenue. 

As to Land Values. 

As to land values, it is predicted that 
the history of downtown Olive street 
and Broadway, where prices range from 
$5000 to $20,000 a front foot, will be re- 
peated in the developing retail section 
of Washington avenue. Accordingly, 
in the stretch of the street between 
Broadway and Twelfth street, realty 
men declare, is a wealth of realty prof- 
its. 

Daniel Nugent said yesterday that 
there was not a syllable of truth in 
the story printed in a morning paper 
to the effect that B. Nugent & Bro. 
were dickering for a site for a new big 
building at Sixth street and Washing- 
ton avenue. 

At different times formerly the firm 
had under consideration locations west 
of Broadway, including the proposed 
new Equitable Building block, at Sixth 
and Locust streets, and the Century 
Building, at Ninth and Olive streets, 
but at the present time they contem- 
plate no immediate change of quarters, 
the big store at Broadway and Wash- 
ington avenue, with its exclusive East 
St. Louls patronage, being a decidedly 
flourishing center of retail St. Louis. 

Mr. Nugent stated that several 
large Broadway concerns had offered 
to follow tehir lead in a westward move. 

The Future of Broadway. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Nugent, how- 
ever, that Broadway south of St. Charles 
street will eventually be occupied en- 
tirely by brokers, financial and insur- 
ance concerns. As on Washington ave- 
nue, the transétion of Broadway is for- 
tunately coincident with the rebuilding 
of the stret, and the improvements will 
conform to requirements. Prices on 
Broadway have already reached altitu- 
dinous heights, a further uplift being 
improbable. 


Olive street, which is destined to be 
the center of men’s gtores, will, it is be- 
lieved, attract many Broadway em- 
poriums. In this connection it was re- 
ported last Sunday that Browning, King 
& Co. was negotiating for the store in 
the Missouri Trust Building, at the 
northwest corner of Seventh and Olive 
streets, while Peter Ibsen, a well-known 
candy dealer, has just leased through 
the Holbrook-Blackwelder Co. a store 
in the northwest corner of the Century 
Building at Ninth and Olive streets, at 
a rental ef $8500 per year. 


It is also understood that several of- 
fers have been submitted for leases of 
the Olive street stores in the Republic 
Building, at Seventh and Olive streets. 
Seventh and Olive streets promises to 
be the maelstrom of this reta{l center. 

Building Story Is Denied, 

A story to the effect that the Title 
Guaranty Trust Co. was planning the 
erection of a home building at the noerth- 
east corner of Seventh and Chestnut 
streets was characterized as a fake.

Letter Vows Love for Another.

‘Pierre Laclede Liguest was a native 
of the Parish of Bedous, Valle d’ Aspe; 
diocese d’Oleron en Bearn, about 16 
leagues from Pau (Basses-Pyrennes). 
He was the younger brother of a Mr. 
Laclede, maitre particulier des Eaux et 
Forets of the Province of Bearn”’ in 
France. 

A Fine Illustration. 

A picture ot the statue of Laclede by 
Uartley, inade for the World’s Fair 
and now in the Art Museum in Forest 
Park, is one of the first iliustrations in 
the book and may be compared with 
the original portrait, since discovered. 

The entire first volume of Mr. Stev- 
ens’ work is devoted to the réal history 
of St. Louls—not as a mere center of 
commerce, but as a place of homes, of 
families, of what Balzac called ‘the 
comedy of life.”” Dipping into its pages, 
we fine so many quotations from old 
documents, and anecdotes of people 
who made the city but are now well 
nigh forgotten, that we can almost live 
again the life of those periods when St. 
Louis was successively ‘‘Laclede’s Set- 
tlement,”’ “St. Louis des Illinois,’’ under 
French rule, ‘San Luis de Illinoa,”’ un- 
der Spanish rule, and finally St. Louis, 
after the Louisiana Purchase. 

A curious map of the Colonial period, 
showing the infant city platted into two 
short streets, with plans of a French 
fort, gives its name as “St. Lewis.” 

A Loyal Frenchman, 

Contrary to the generally received 
view, Laclede did not name his new 
city primarily after the sainted King 
Louis IX, whose statue is now the ac- 
cepted hall mark of the great Western 
metropolis. ‘“‘He named it St. Louis,” 
wrote Auguste Chouteau, “in honor of 
Louls XV, whose subject he expected 
to remain a long time (he never imagin- 


Spain) and of the king’s patron saint, 
Louis IX.’’ Laclede was evidently a 
loyal Frenchman, and the idea of the 
Saint as suggesting a name for his 
chosen city appears to have been an 
after-thought. 

When St. Louis first became an Amer- 
ican town, in March, 1804, at the end of 
the regime of the last of the Spanish 
Governors, Delassus, a census was 
taken, which showed 681 white people, 
50 free mulattoes, 6 free negroes and 
268 slaves in the settlement of St. Louis. 
‘But beyond the palisades and the stone 
towers within what are now the city 
limits and St. Louis County, were lMving 
1203 white settlers, nearly twice the 
white population of the settlement under 
the hill; many of them were Ameri- 
cans.”’ 

“Cestly” Entertainments. 

Many of these St. Louisans were 
wealthy, as wealth was then counted. 
Capt. Stoddard, who raised the first 
American flaz under President Jeffer- 
son, says that their entertainments fre- 
quently cost from $250 to $400.

UN SINGLE CHARGE 


Babcock Electric Victoria Eclipsed' 
All Local Mileage Records Satur- 
day Without Recharging. 





An interesting electric automobile en- 
durance contest was finished at 9:15 
Saturday night by a Babcock electric vic- 
toria, which in about twelve hours rolled 
up 107 miles on one charge of electricity. 
This showing is remarkable when it is 
understood that the average mileage 
for an electric automobile on a single 
charge is 50 miles, and many of them 
do not make that many miles before 
they must seek the powerhouse for 
more “‘juice.’’ In fact, up to 12 months 
ago it was usual for an electric car to 
run out of electricity after 35 miles, but 
improved batteries and improved meth- 
ods of charging have raised that aver- 
age to 50 miles per charge. 

The Phillips Automobile Co., 5011 Del- 
mar avenue, undertook to show that the 
Babcock could run 100 miles on a single 
charge and at 9 a. m. Saturday started 
in to demonstrate this fact. Starting 
from Sixth and Pine streets, the vic- 
torla proceeded to Broadway, thence to 
Washington avenue, to Grand avenue, to 
Olive street, to Vandeventer avenue, to 
Lindell boulevard, to King’s highway, 
to Page boulevard, to Grand avenue, to 
Morgan street, to Fifteenth street, to 
Washington avenue, to Twelfth street 
and then to Sixth and Pine street.

There are so nfany causes which pro- 
duce pounding in a gasoline engine that 
it is impossible to say offhand how 
each may be detected and remedied, as 
one can only tell by long experi- 
ence and by a trained ear what may be 
the trouble at first. The whole subject of 
pounding by itself might well fill a long 
article. 


While it is common knowledge that 
acetylene lamps must be kept clean, mo- 
torists often imagine that an oll lamp 
ought to go indefinitely without an in- 
ternal cleaning. One of the commonest 
reasons for oil lamps going out is the 
choking of the draught holes in the cap 
of the lamp by deposits of carbon. 
These should be looked for and removed 
before any lengthy drive at night.

Who Compared S 


*” gettes to Howling Dervishes, Declares That 
They “Cannot Do Men’s Work.”

« WOMAN is no more qualified to 
be a voter than a man is to be 
a wet nurse.” 

Such is the opinion of Bishop William 
Crosswell Doane, known to his admirers 
as “William of Albany” and to the 
Public at large as perhaps the most 
notable priest of the Episcopal Churoh 
in America. 

It was Bishop Doane who ruffled the 
feathers—or, perhaps, I would better 
say, the willow plumes—of our most 
prominent suffragists the other day by 
comparing them to howling dervishes. 
And it was appropos of this criticism 
and some others equally caustic made 
to the graduates of St. Agnes’ School 
at Albany that I sought the Bishop at 
the Waldorf-Astoria and asked him very 
meekiy for an explanation. I wore no 
false colors, however. ® 

‘You have been quoted,” I began, “as 
saying that the suffragette movement 
is comparable to the performance of 
howling dervishes. If that be true, be- 
hold before you a howling dervish,. I am 
one.” 

‘So you are on the wrong side,”’ sighed 
the Bishop. 

“Why wrong?’ I asked. “Won't you 
prove it to me?’ 

Bishop Doane didn’t want to prove it 
a bit. He was, and frankly said he was, 
very tired. Kniokered and gaited after 
the fashion of the English bishops 
whose attire he emulates, the venerable 
prelate drooped over a marble-topped 
table strewn with papers. But his com- 
bative spirit rose to the challenge, and 
forthwith there sprang to his lips the 
memorable sentence: “A woman is no 
more qualified to be a voter than a man 
is to be a wet nurse.” - 

It is vart of the obtuseness of the 
modern woman not to perceive how a 
difference in physiological functions can 
entail a divergence of mental activities. 
However, I weighed the Bishop’s words 
with the care that the utterances of so 
reverend and eriiinent a prelate must 
command. 

Millions of women vote, I thought, in 
five of our states, in Finland, in New 
Zealand, in Norway.

|PEEFING PASTOR WHO WAS FINED 
AND TWO OF THE WOMEN IN CASE 
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Young Boston Lawyer’s Dis- 
appearance Now Thought 
to Point to Suicide. 


LONDON, June 12.—It is now sus- 
pected that Holland Bennett, the young 
Boston lawyer, who disappeared from 
the steamship Berlin after it left Genoa 
for Naples, committed suicide by jump- 
ing overboard in the Mediterranean 
somewhere along the Tuscan Coast. 


When the absence of Bennett from 
the steamer was reported to the police 
of Naples, they busied themselves on 
the theory that he had been murdered 
for the money and jewels he was known 
to carry with him, or that he had been 
killed by way of reprisal for the Black 
Hand prosecutions in Ohio. A close in- 
vestigation of the events before and 
after the departure of the Berlin from 
Naples lead the police to believe now 
that Bennett took his own life. 

In an effort to find a possible motive 
for suicide, the police questioned Mrs. 
Bennett closely, and asked her if she 
and her husband had. quarreled. She 
burst into a fit of weeping, and would 
not answer their questions. 














On Honeymoon Voyage. 


Bennett had recently married Miss 
Lucetta Upham, and they were on their 
honeymoon journey. At the time of his 
marriage he was not well, having re- 
cently suffered from nervous prostra- 
tion, following a surgical operation. 

His nervous condition was aggravated 
by recent financial losses. 

Some of Bennett's friends have ad- 
vanced the theory that he has not com- 
mitted suicide at all, but is in hiding 
to see what effect his disappearance 
would have on his wife. They do not 
suggest what reason he could have for 
such action. 

The theory that he was kidnaped by 
the Camorra and held for a ransom 
has lost ground, although it is known 
that that society is in dire straits for 
money. 

The only knewn facts in the case are 
that Bennett and his wife boarded the 
Berlin at Genoa Thursday evening, just 
before she sailed. Mrs. Bennett went to 
the reading room, her husband to the 
smoking room. Half an hour later Mrs. 
Bennett went in search of her husband 
to go to dinner and could not find him,

WASHINGTON, June 12.—President 
Taft believes that he has foufid the 
way, if Congress will agree, to raise 
revenue and at the same time prevevit 
the ‘“‘watering” of stock ,and_ thereby 
maintain the letter and spirit of the 
Republican platform plank. 


When it became evident that some 
other revenue-raising measure than the 
tariff would be necessary ty keep the 
scvernment solvent, Mr. Taft proposed 
an inheritance tax. The House put it 
in the Payne bill, but the Senate didn’t 
like it. 

The President’s second choice was a 
tax on the dividends of corporations. 
It was pointed out to him that that 
would be practieally.a tax on the indi- 
vidual, and he suggested that the. tax 
b:) made on the net earnings of the cor- 
porations before the dividends were 
passed. The objection that this would 
require Federal bookkeepers in the of- 
fices of interstate companies gave the 
President the inspiration that he has 
hit upon the right and simple plan to 
supervise corporations without any 
legislation outside the tariff bill. 


Anothcr Nail in Coffin. 


By placing the tax on the “earnings 
of corporations available for dividend 
purposes” the Government will have to 
gc into’the books of the corporations 
tu discover the amounts taxable under 
that law. That will give practical Fed- 
eral supervision of all corporations 
without the necessity of separate legis- 
lation at the next session of Congress. 

Several of the senators who are sup- 


porting Senator Aldrich on the tariff | 


bill announced today- that they will fa- 
vor that amendment to the tariff bill. 
Senator Aldrich himself, though oppos- 
ing it, is inclined to accept it to avoid 
the income tax, on which he is beaten 
if it comes to a yote. 

One more nail was driven in the cof- 
fin of the propoSpd income tax this 
evening when Senator-elect William 
Lorimer left for his home in Chicago. 
He has refrained from wearing his 
brand-new toga because it was difficult 
to determine whether the added vote 
would be more needed in the Senate 
than in the House. The chances seemed 
to indicate that he had better remain 
a humble member of the lower branch 
until the day of adjournment, the sal- 
ary being the same, but the honor much 
less. 

Lorimer Organization Man. 


Tonight Mr. Lorimer told his 
league, Senator Cullom, to send him 
an emergency telegram if his vote 
should be required in deciding the in- 
come tax amendment. He promised 
to come at once, qualify and cast his 
vote if necessary. When asked how the 
vote would be cast, Mr. Lorimer smiled 
solemnly and said that he had always 
been regular. He was an organization 
man. This means that he will vote 
with Mr. Aldrich and his faction against 
the income tax amendments. 

Anything to beat the income tax was 
the password today in all conferences 
where statesmen gathered and discussed 
the future. While Mr. Aldrich appeared 
to be fairly happy and confident that 
he had sufficient votes to bury the Bai- 
ley and Cummins amendments, without 
the assistance of Mr. Lorimer, he did 
not have the usual written pledges and 
felt a trifle bothered.

In the 
stolen car the thief packs as ‘many 
friends as it will hold after leaving 
room for an abundance of wet re- 
freshments, and then sallies forth to 
break all the speed limits, with the 
result, frequently, of smashing the

Accidents like these are in time 
inevitable, for the driver not only

HE epidemic of ‘‘joy’’ riders in St>Louis, which adds a 
new terror for the automobile owner and causes a 
doubt as to whether he will find his machine where he 


left it, is typical of what is going on this spring in most of 
the large cities of the country. With the new vehicle has now 
come a hew crime. The ‘‘joy’’ rider is the latter'day successor 
ef the horse thief. But stealing an automobile in the city is 
worse than stealing a horse, as a handsome car is worth four 
or five times as much as the best horse, and the chances for 
escape in the machine are greater. 


This extraordinary new crime calls for a new remedy.

gas history. That land of mirages, 
cattle ranges, wheat fields and expen- 
sive hopes has furnished more 
changed townsites, more deserted vil- 
lages than any portion of the Amer- 
ican continent. 

And it ig still at it. 

For instance: Three weeks ago the 
dwellers in Ulysses, a little village 
in Southwest Kansas, found that tne 
holders of its bonds were about to 
foreclose and demand a tax.levy tv 
pay the amounts due. These bonds, 
some $40,000 in all, were issued when 
Ulysses expected to become a metrop- 
olis. There was no railroad within 
twenty miles and is not yet; but it 
had won the county seat fight and 
was feeling ambitious. So it issued 
bonds, built a courthouse and jail 
and then watched its hopes die. 

The population moved away, ex- 
cept about a dozen persons, the houses 
were empty. Then rain came and 
things picked up until over 20Q citi- 
zens were on the townsite. That 
gave the bondholders an idea—they 
would foreclose and get their money. 
Ulysses heard of what was coming 


road decides to stop at one. place 
and the town is started at another. 
The railroad wins, of course, and the 
town moves. 

Sometimes it is, however, merely 
natural desertion. 

There was Springfield, a promising 
town out in the Southwest. It issued 
some bonds and as usual sold them 
to Eastern investors. Then it built 
waterworks with hydrants and fire 
hose like any city, though it was 
hundreds of miles from paved streets. 
The water was pumped by a huge 
windmill made to order in St. Louis 
and hauled overland 15 miles from 
the nearest railway. 

The winds never stop 1 the vicin- 
ity of Springfield and the water sup- 
ply underneath the surface is inex- 
haustible if you go deep enough. They 
went deep enough, because the East- 
erners had furnished plenty of money.

The Eastern bond Duyer was &@ 
great source of revenue to the am- 
bitious Western town in the boom 
days. He “would purchase anything 
that had green ink and red seals on 
it.” The Western towns used to vote 
bonds and build sugar factories, car- 
riage works and schoolhouses—then 
when they got the money would dig 
for gas or give bonuses to canning 
factories. 

When the bonds became too oner- 
ous, when the owners of. the pretty 
pieces of ‘paper were too insistent 
about getting their money, the town 
moved. It was the cheapest way. it 
is played out now, but it was a great 
game then.

The farmers as they went to work, 
the cattle herders as they followed 
their charges, could scarce believe 
their eyes—there was a church, spire 
and all, moving majestically over the 
prairie, smoke pouring from the en- 
gines and a group of small boys en- 


joying a game of hide and seek around 


the pews, while the building ' went 
southward at three miles an hour. 

Late that afternoon the church 
marchéd up the street of the little 
town, and by dark rested on its new 
foundation—the farmer community 
was without a worshiping place.

Near his ranch 
was a town, not much of a town, but 
with two or three brick buildings— 
paid for by Eastern investors—and 
some pretensions to future greatness. 
The town died, the population moved 
away all the movable buildings—all 
but the brick structures, whicn are 
rather unwieldy when miles away 
from the place in which they ought 
to stand.

It is not always that there is such 
a convenient arrangement for the for- 
tunate possessor of the deserted town 
—usually nothing worth while re- 
mains except the bare land, for the 
ordinary town possesses no building 
that may not be carted across fields 
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little efiort on tne par. or the owners. 

Rivalries are keen and the struggle 
for advantage of location is fierce. 
Hence it is easy to decide to take the 
town on a hike, especially if it has 
lost the county seat fight and tnere 
is little prospect that the future will 
be bright. “If you can’t lick ‘em, 
jine ’em,” is the motto of the average 
Westerner. . 

Much the same difficulty of main- 
tenance is found in the case of am- 
bitious ‘structures in the “additions” 
laid out so prodigally in the boom 
days. There were towns that thought 
they should attach all the land adjoin- 
ing them. They surveyed and laid 
out in lots the farms for miles around. 

Speculators built houses and sto: ¢s. 
Then the old limits were restored. 

In Northwest Kansas is a fine store 
building, two stories high and with’ 
half-dozen fime rooms. It stands half 
a mile from the business part of town. 
What could be done with it? The 
old town left it alone for 10 years. Of 
late it is growing in that direction 
again and the stores may yet be filled. 

An Eastern man sent some money 
to a Kansas County Treasurer the 
other day to pay his taxes on some 
town lots, describing them. The 





first, but finally found that they were 
out in the middle of a thousand-acre 
pasture. The town had been deserted 
and the lanc sold to a ranchman. 

The lots are there, but the residents 
thereon are prairie dogs and coyotes. 
There is not a house within four 
miles. The Easterner has a deed to 
the property and has believed the lots 
we:e valuable. He can have them if 
he wants them—but what's the use’ 

It is ely that many of the small 
towns of the high plains will yet 
change their location, either through 
consolidation or the transference of 
their possessions, to a place where the 
railway facilities are better than are 
now enjoyed. Too many towns, each 
with its burden of taxation and its 
lack of facilities because the popula- 
tion is scattered, makes the tendency 
to get together strong. 

It is not en evidence of weakness, 
bui rather of good sense when the 
business men decide to take their 
movables, including the stores and the 
public buildings and: dwellings, and 
go with them to a location that will 
give greater prosperity and higher 
happiness. 

This it is that inspires the desertion 
of the townsite—but that does not 
ina e the result less picturesque and 
interesting.

SPECTRAL IGEBERGS ARE 


CEBERGS, those great white spec- 

| ters that haunt the steamship 

track of the North Atlantic 

Ocean each spring and summer, im- 

periling the safety of vessels and pas- 

sengers, are on their annual pilgrim- 
age southward. 

Almost every steamer arriving over 
the northern lanes reports sighting 
one or more of these wandering and 
dreaded monsters of the sea. 

In a few weeks no less than 456 
icebergs have been reported.  Fortu- 
nately, there has been but little real- 
ly severe weather and fog in the ice 
region, as a combination of both fog 
and ice might have meant serious 
peril to the transatlantic steamships. 
One such report is typical of them 
all; for instance, the steamship Cal- 
edonia, of the Anchor line, from 
Glasgow, reports that shortly after 8 
a. mM. a change in the temperature 
showed that ice was near, and a lit- 
tle later they passed a considerable 
sized berg. Twenty minutes later 
they passed a berg fully 300 feet 
high and an eighth of a mile long. 
The Caledonia passed within two 
miles of the berg, which Capt. Bax- 
ter said was far south for so early 
in the season. 

These vast pyramids of ice form 
in the Arctic region, but with the 
first signs of warm weather and the

Gulf Stream they become separated 
from the parent bodies of ice and are 
brought southward along the coast 
of Newfoundland and intothe steam- 
ship track by the Polar currents. This 
southern journey is kept up until 
they get so far south into warmer 
climate that they finally break up, 
melt and disappear. 

The vanguard of icebergs is sup- 
posed to appear in the latter part of 
February, but icebergs have been 
seen as early ut Jan. 29. The season 





is generally supposed to be over by 
the end of August. June and July 
are the months in which the greatest 
number of icebergs is reported. 

The proximity of icebergs is usu- 
ally indicated by a sudden lowering 
temperature of the air and water, and 
the experienced mariner may thus lit- 
erally feel the presence of an _ ice- 
berg long before it can be seen.

“The ‘upper class’ European is bred

But when he affronts a na- 
tional prejudice with it, though 
ever so innocently, the result may 
be surely foretold. When you 
repel a persistent book agent 
from the door you feel irritated 
if he comes back and compels a 
sale by cozening the women.

N PELORUS SOUND, on the 
south side of the Cook Strait, 
which is situated between the 

North and South Islands of New Zea- 
land, lives one of the most remarka- 
ble fish in the world. Where he came 
from or how long ago he was born 
no one seems to know. But cap- 
tains of vessels and voyagers tell curi- 
ous stories of how for the last 30 
years Pelorus Jack, as this fish has 
been named, has piloted for severa) 
miles each steamer which neared the 
sound, afterwards returning to await 
the arrival of the next vessel. 

Day or night appears to make r» 
difference to him, for he is always to 
be depended upon to make his ap- 
pearance, and those who frequently 
pass through the strait can tel) aj- 
most to the moment when he will 
show himself. His length “is esti- 
mated at about sixteen feet, and from 
the fact that he is of light gray col- 
or and comes to the surface to blow, 
he has been called the “little white 
whale.” 

_ He has no companions—in fact, 
seems to be an outcast of the fish 
world—and can be seen making 
straight for a steamer, when some 
distance away, on account 
fin which shows about 

surface of the wa- 
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the elumsy-looking window washer, 
may be seen washing the windows of 
skyscrapers 10 to 18 stories above the 
street. A misstep on a narrow ledge 
or a slip in the hold of his wet hand, 
and he might plunge to death on the 
hard pavement below. 

In southwest St. Louis are miles 
and miles of clay mines, where men 
grovel in the earth and risk being 
caught in cave-ins. Across the river, 
on the East Side, are coal mines, 
where hundreds of men risk their 
lives. It was here that John Kun- 
citer, 19 years old, had his back 
broken by a fall of coal. In the 
same mine, John Triska, a manager, 
was killed. 


Steve Loncalich was buried beneath 
a ton of dirt and rocks in a stone 
quarry. He died two hours after the 
accident. — 

A laborer, employed at a big: local 
car works was crushed by a carload 
of lumber. At the same car works 
a man escaped death by mangling a'- 
most by a miracle. _He was tending 
a “gang drill,” when his sleeve caught 
in a cog, and Le was sent whirling 
into the machinery. The workmen 
who saw the accident said it was a 
wonder he was not cut to pieces, but 
he escaped with his body bruised 
from head to foot and cuts on his 
arms and legs.

Pelorus Jack is the only fish in the 
world protected by act of Parliament.

Motormen are crushed in the 
vestibules of their cars.

Novelty in Divorce Law. 


When a suit is filed and the defend- 
ant fails to make an appearance, the 
attorney for the plaintiff is entitled, 
after the lapse of a certain period, to 
ask for a default. Wh-n an attorney 
asks for a default in Judge Williams’ 
court he is asked if he has any ob- 
jection to the appointment of an ami- 
cus curiae, or friend of the Court. 

For an attorney to object would be 
equivalent to declaring that his case 
would not stand the investigation ofa 
friend of the Court. The lawyer, of 
course, says he has no objection. 

Judge Williams then inquires if the 
attorney has any objection to the pay- 
ment of a small fee, not to exceed $5, 
out of the fund already deposited by 
the plaintiff with the Circuit Clerk 3s 
security for costs, to be paid to the 
amicus for his services. The attorney 
says, of cours4, that he has no objec- 
tions, and Judge Williams names one 
of the three young attorneys he has 
selected to serve in that capacity.

MARKING OF SANTA FE TRAIL COMPLE 


ESCENDANTS of Kit Carson 
whose name will always be 
associated with the Santa Fe 

Trail, assisted in unveiling a stone 
monument at Trinidad, Colo., a short 
time ago—this monument being the 
last marker erected along the course 
of this historic highway through 
Kansas and Colorado. 

Granite markers are now placed at 
intervals of not less than five miles 
along the Santa Fe Trail through the 
States of Kansas and Colorado, and 
all that remains to finish the work is 
similar action on the part of the 
State of Missouri and the Territory 
of New Mexico. The legislatures of 
both these commonwealths have 
taken cognizante of the matter and 
probably within a year or two the 
work will be complete and the trail 
will be completely marked from its 
beginning, at Independence, Mo., to 
its end, at the historical plaza at 
Santé Fe, N. M. 

Most of the work of marking the 
trail in Kansas and Colorado was 
done by the patriotic ladies of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. The Kansas Legislature as- 
sisted with an appropriation and the 
Legislature of Colorado gave $2000. 
Some money was raised by subscrip- 
tion among the school children of 
Kansas, but otherwise the work was 
entirely carried on by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution.

Carson’s home was at Taos, N. M. 
and he supervised the work of nearly 
one hundred trappers, all of whom 
were expert shots and intrepid In- 
dian fighters.

During these months Carson 
and his men would be ucattered along 
the Rocky Mountain range to the Ca- 
nadian line. Then they would bring 
in their pelts, and, after cleaning 
them and refurbishing their outfits 
at Taos, would take the proceeds: of 
their work to St. Joe, where Uar- 
Bon would dispose of the furs at top 
prices. 

After their furs were disposed of 
Carson and his men would organize 
into detachments and “hire out” as 
guards on the Manta Fe Trail, which 
was then the only highway of travel} 
to the Southwest. Their services were 
in great demand, for blood-curdling 
tales were being brought k re- 
garding the fate of, men who hai 
dared the dangers of the trail without 
guides and guards. 

It was seldom that the Indians at- 
tacked a caravan that was guarded 
by Carson's trappers. The sight of 
four or five of tLese gaunt, wiry men 
riding at the head of a caravan was 
enough to keep the redskins at a dis- 
tance. Carson’s name was a terror

When it reached there it was greeted with the 
bellicose shcuts of the rebel warriors and a 
shower of boomerangs swerved out into the air 
and back as a warning to approach no further. 
But the warning was not heeded. Just beyond the 
range of the boomerangs the schooner anchored. 
The tribesmen were about to embark in row 
boats when the crew fired at the natives who 
lined the shore. 

A wail of agony and terror went up from 
among them, and they fled precipitately. . Two 
small boats were lowered from cae vessel and the 
passengers and crew landed without further oppo- 
sition. But as all were proceeding on toward 
Tangu Vatu, the capital, a shower of boomerangs 
flew at them from rebels in anibush, and Latu 
Nanu, the King, fell dead.

So all the island joined in the ceremony. It was 
a double ¢elebration in honor of the wedding of 
the Princess and the coronation of King Nam- 
buka.

The bamboo leaves were taken from the 
doors and dancing and merriment ruled again. A 
joyous procession followed the boat’s crew who 
when they weighed anchor, fired a parting salute 
from rifles, revolvers and shotguns in honor of 
King Nambuka and Queen Lakanita.

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HE vermiform appendix, that 
a3 solecism of t..e human anatomy 
which nature, usually a strict 
taskmaster, has left in mysterious 
idleness, has now at last been put to 
werk by science. By an irony of surg- 
ery, this perilous organ, an inflam-

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HAT cean Lafitte, the now.:sus pirate who, 
with his band, made Galveston Island his 
r‘ *dezvous for several years in the early 
part of tie nineteenth century, buried treasure 
he never recovered, none who knew the story of 
his life deny. Many a.tempts have been made to 
locate this treasure, whi-’ may aggregate mil- 
lions in coin and precious metals. That some 
treasure has been recovered deep in the earth 
where Lafitte buried it is generally believed. That 
clews to this great treasure have been found is 
eonceded by those who have devoted time to the 
cause, but all agree tLat some mistake has been 
made in the plans heretwucre pursued. 
Three men who are confident they will locate 


the treasure and are willing to back their con-.

Mr. Lambert, who is 
perhaps the best-posted man on Lafitte alive to- 
day, having in his possession valuable documents 
handed down from his grandfather, denounces the 
stories describing Lafitte as a bloodtLirsty pirate 
and sea rover who scoured the gulf with a band of 
cutthroats and vagabonds, preying upon com- 
merce and burying his stolen wealth. Lambert 
says Lafitte served under commission as a pri- 
vateer, commanded a fleet of vessels and seized 
many prizes. 

“He was --ver a sailor nor sea rover,” says Mr. 
Lambert, “but a shrewd trader and a man Of ex- 
ceptionally fine executive ability. I'll admit he 
did traffic in slaves, taken prisoner from Spanish 
ships which he captured and indulged in what 
might be termed smuggling in those days when 
this and all other countries on this continent were 
in a whirl of disorganization and strife, but Jean 
Lafitte was never ; pirate. 

“It was not stolen treasure and money he buried 
to avoid arrest by the Government. But he had 
to deal with many treacherous villains who valued 
gold above human life. He paid his men well and 
with them he shared liberally..the prize money 
and valuables taken from Spanish ships. His own 
he buried onshore, intending later to utilize the 
money as he needed it, but after leaving Galves- 
ton he was never again heard from, and it is 
known that he carried only a tew thousand dol- 
lars with hfin. 

' “Thousands have dug holes all over South 
Texas searching for the wealth, but few of these 
expeditions have been founded on anything mo-e 


‘than a =e tradition. I believe many fortunes 


of Lafitte’s money have been lost in ‘he gulf when 
it ‘encroached upon the shores of Galveston.

It 
is said that after the battle of New Orleans, in 
whict Lafitte won a pardon for his offenses 
against t.e Government by fighting for his coun- 
try, he visited Washington and in a few days 
spent $60,000 entertaining fashionable society. But 
soon tiring of Hfe ashore he secured another 
fleet, organized a force of officers and men and, 
obtaining a commission from one of the strug- 
gling Sout. American republics resumed his sea 
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
